Although Now England blames 


the South for her industrial decline 
some of her own spokesmen say 
much of the trouble lies at home. 


The issue made a fresh crop ot 


headlines earlier this month when 
Senator J. W. Fulbright of Arkan- 
sas denounced an attempt to thrust 
local New England politics into the 
national picture. Fulbright warned 
that the Northeasterners, finding 
they were losing textile plants, are 
now trying to fix their particular 
terms of employment upon all the 
rest of the country — hoping thus 
to get rid of competition. 


Conditions are bad in New Eng- 


land. 
There's no question about 


that. Of the 23 "labor 
surplus" 


areas listed for the whole nation 6 
.are in New England — and its un- 
employment crisis is growing. 


The South has; of course, hurt the 


Northeasterners^ textile business. 
But mills using Southern raw ma- 
terials have 
bten- quitting New 


England and moving nearer their 
source of supply for a generation. 
What's happening todny, however, 
is a general flight of all industry 
— not merely textiles — and for 
this you may find an explanation 
nearer 
home 
than 
our 
distant 


Southern states. 


Here's what 
Barren's weekly, 


published in New England's great- 
est city, Boston, said about it 
March 3: 


"The fact is that industry and 


cmomerce in New England have 
suffered frm othe ill-conceived pol- 
icies of local and state govern- 
ments.

There is a good deal of evidenc 
in favor of the latter belief." 


That's what the business voice o 


Boston thinks is the trouble with 
New England — rather than South- 
ern competition. 


For competition every section is 


going to have. And when a people 
are foolish enough to believe poli- 
ticians' words will buy the same 
kind of living that personal in- 
dustry does then they have asked 
for the hard times of which they 
now complain. 


New England is a grim lesson to 


the rest of the United States. It's 
sort of like the railroads, which 
had a monopoly so long that at 
first they ignored the highway 
truckers, then thought they could 
destroy them — and finally woke 
up to the fact that their transpor- 
tation monopoly had truly and 
permanently vanished. 
But when 


the railroads did recognize this 
they ditched their high-cost steam 
locomotives, 
spent 
billions 
for 


diesel power — and came back 
fighting. 
. It is a sad commentary on the 
corrosive power of politicians and 
the stupidity of voters that New 
England's courage has sunk so low 
sJie now lays herself open to a 
lecture on industry from the agri 
cultural South.
